Election Commission hereby directs 
(a ) that a candidate for election to the House of the People by a 

parliamentary constituency or to the Legislature of a State by 
an assembly constituency or a council constituency shall make 
and subscribe the oath or affirmation , according to the form 
set out for the purpose in the Third Schedule to the 
Constitution , before the returning officer or an assistant 

returning ofhcer for that constituency; and 
(b ) that a candidate for election to the Council of States or for 

election to the Legislative Council of a State by the members 
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of the Legislative Assembly of the State shall make and subscribe 
the said oath or affirmation before the returning officer or an 
assistant returning officer for that election : 

Provided that if any such candidate is at the time 

(i) confined in a prison or under preventive detention , 
he may make and subscribe the said oath or affirmation before 
the superintendent of the prison or commandantof the detention 
camp in which he is so confined or under such detention ; 

(ii) confined to bed in a hospital or elsewhere owing to 
illness , hemay make and subscribe the said oath or affirmation 
before the medical superintendent in charge of the hospital 
or before the medical practitioner attending on him .

1. Short title extent and commencement.--- ( 1 ) This Order 
may be called the Kerala Food ( Restrictions on Service of 
Meals by Catering Establishments) Order, 1967. 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of the State of Kerala . 

( 3 ) It shall come into force on the date of its publication in 
the Gazette. 
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2. Definitions. - In this Order , unless the context otherwise 
requires, 
(a ) " catering establishment" includes a hotel, restaurant, 

eating-house, cafe, tea shop , coffee-stall, free feeding 
centre , club , boarding house, canteen , railway refresh 
ment room or restaurant car and any other place of 

refreshment open to the public ; 
(b ) " substantial dish " means a dish described as such in 

the Schedule to this Order ; 
( c) " subsidiary dish ” means a dish described as such in 

the Schedule to this Order. 
3. Restriction on number of dishes.---No proprietor , or 
other person in charge of a catering establishment shall supply 
for consumption or offer or attempt to supply for consumption , 
and no person shall obtain or consume or attempt to obtain or 
consunie, at a catering establishment at or for the purposes of 
a meal more than two courses, whether served successively 
in European style or served together in Indian style or placed 
together in display for self-help style of, buffet type meal. The 
two courses shall consist of - 

(a ) one substantial dish and one subsidiary dish ; or 

(b ) tivo subsidiary dishes. 
4. Items which may be served with meals. - Notwithstand 
ing anything contained in clause 3 , the following may be supplied 
by any proprietor or other person in charge of a catering 
establishment as part of a meal in addition to the two courses 
referred to in the said clause , namely : 

Soup , bread , biscuits, jam , marmalade, fruit , includ 
ing iced fruit , fruit or vegetable juices , bhajji, papad, 
chatni, pickles, raita , preserves, onions , celery , ghee, 
butter , cream , curds, cheese, butter -milk , sauce, 

custard , dressings, and such other condiments . 
5. Prohibition of serving of rice after 3 p.m. on Mondays 
and Thursays - Notwithstanding anything to the contrary 
contained in this Order, no proprietor or other person in charge 
of a catering establishment shall prepare or serve rice or any 
rice preparation after 3 p.m. on any Monday or Thursday . 

6. Power to exempt.- The Government may , by notification 
in the Gazette. exempt any class of catering establishments 
from the operation of this Order for such period and subject 
to such conditions as may be specified in the notification . 
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Powers of entry , search , seizure, etc .- ( 1) For the 
effective enforcement of the provisions of this Order, any officer 
authorised by the Government in this behalf or a police officer 
of or above the rank of Sub-Inspector may, when he has reason 
to believe that a contravention of this ( rder has been , is being , 
or is about to be, committed , enter and search any premises, 
interrogate any person and seize any article including their 
coverings or containers in respect of which he has reason to 
believe that a contravention has been , is being or is about to 
be committed . 

(2 ) The provisions of sections 102 and 103 of the Code of 
Criminal Procedure , 1898 (Central Act 5 of 1898 ), shall, so far 
as may be , apply to searches and seizures under this sub 
clause ( 1 ). 

8. Previous sanction for prosecution . - No prosecution for 
contravention of any of the provisions of this Order shall be 
instituted without the previous sanction of the District Collector 
concerned . 

9. The Kerala Food (Restriction on Service of meals by 
catering Establishments ) Order, 1965 is hereby repealed : 

Provided that such repeal shall not affect

duly done or suffered thereunder ; or

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Ordinance may 
be called the Prohibition (Amendment) Ordinance, 1967. 

( 2 ) It shall come into force at once. 
2. Amendment of Section 2. - During the period of opera 
tion of this Ordinance, section 2 of the Prohibition Act, 1950 
(XIII of 1950 ) , shall have effect as if 

( a ) in sub -section ( 1 ) thereof, the words, brackets and

THE KERALA UNIVERSITY (AMENDMENT) 

ORDINANCE, 1967 
Promulgated by the Governor of Kerala in the Eighteenth 

Year of the Republic of India . 
An Ordinance further to famend the Kerala University 

Act, 1957. 

Preamble-- Whereas the Legislative Assembly of the 
State of Kerala is not in session and the Governor of Kerala 
is satisfied that circumstances exist which render it necessary 
for him to take immediate action ; 

Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by clause (1) of Article 213 of the Constitution of India , 
the Governor of Kerala is pleased to promulgate the follow 
ing Ordinance : 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Ordinance may 
be called the Kerala University (Amendment) Ordinance, 
1967 . 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 
2. Act 14 of 1957 to be temporarily amended . — During the 
period of operation of this Ordinance, the Kerala University 
Act, 1957 (14 of 1957 ) (hereinafter referred to as the 
principal Act), shall have effect subject to the amendments 
specified in sections 3 and 4 . 

3. Amendment of section $14. - In sub-section (1) of 
section 14 of the principal Act, for the words three 
years" , the words " four years ” shall be substituted . 

4. Amendment of section 18.— In section 18 of the principal 
Act, for the words “ three years” , the words " four years” 
shall be substituted .
